To the School Board of the Town of Andover: 


I submit, herewith, my first report as superintendent of 
schools. 


The report is largely of a statistical nature due to the 
fact that I did not begin my duties until July Ist and that 
I have only the attendance and financial records of the year 


1928-29, 


I have changed somewhat the form of arrangement 1n 
the printing of the financial report. This change is not 
revolutionary and need cause no alarm. 


The four columns of figures give the voters a chance 
to compare the expenditures, item by item, of last year’s 
business with the current year, and also shows how much 
has been expended to January Ist, 1930. The fourth 
column is the amount of money the school board would like 
to spend during 1930-31, not necessarily the sum to be 
raised. The statement of the financial standing of the 
school district on January 1, 1930 gives an idea of the 
solvency of the district on that date. I have added a column 
of figures to show how the Andover school dollar was spent
